EACHES AND GREAM is 
probably the most attractive 
and delicious food combina- 
tion devised, Unfortunately, there 
are but few cooks or caterers who 
know how to serve peaches and 
cream in a manner worthy of that 


luscious luxury. 


There is ong way to present the 


'dish in a manner fit for the gods, 


and this is the way: 

Take two large freestone 
peaches, fair and smooth, for each 
guest to be served, Place/in a 
vessel and pour very hot water 
upon them until the fruit is en- 
tirely covered. Allow them to re- 
main in the hot bath for one-half 
a minute. - Then pour cold water 
into the vessel until the peaches 
are covered with cold water. Then 
add a lump of ice to water and 
allow the fruit to remain in the 
icy bath about 15 minutes. 

Then lift out the peaches, one 
by one, and remove the skin which 
can be accomplished with ease by 
starting it with a knife and then 
pulling the peel gently with the 
fingers.

versations without removing eithe

“I realized,” he said, “that total 
prohibition wouldn't work. And } 
gm not yet quite certain whether it 
Avould be a good thing if it did. Rut 
it seemed to me that much could 
be done along the lines of scientific 
restriction. I had observed fhis tn 
my own practice, and I wanted te 
put it into effect on a wider seale.” 

He leaned back in his chair, 
looking out of his window over the 
doeks of old Stockholm, and re- 
viewed for his visitor the battles 
of 15 years ago. . . 

AS @ member of the Stockholm 
City Council Bratt was appointed 
auditor to the local “system com- 
pany.” One of his first sigges- 


}tions was that the company should 


begin a systematic survey of the 
people to whom it sold alcohol, ad 
that there might be found a@ basis 
of restrictive legislation. The com- 
pany more or less suggested in re. 
ply that Bratt might mind his own 
business. _ 

He did. Bratt himself formed a 
new company and managed to ob- 
tain, beginning on Jan. 1, 1914, the 
concession for the sale of alcohol 
in Stockholm. There are mifiI peo- 
ple here who maintain that his ac- 
tion was quite illegal and that it 
was not in fact legalized until 1917. 
None the less, he got away with 
it.

Introduces “Motbok.” 


Bratt’s first step was to intro- 
duce the now famous “motbok,” 
or book of coupons conferring the 
privilege of buying liquor. A cer- 
tain number of persons immedi- 
ately upplied for motboks. But 
others, who did not approve, be- 
gan to import liqupr from the sur- 
rounding country. Bratt retorted 
with the proclamation (issued by 
the Government) of “dry zones” 
around the capital. The harder- 
boiled drinkers then sent their or- 
ders abroad. Bratt had the mo- 
nopoly of importation conferred 
upon the Stockholm System Co. 
and the companies in other citi 
which had imitated the capital's 
example. 

By 1917 the country was con-, 
fronted. with @ fait accompli. The 
Stockholm system, backed by pow- 
erful financial interests, had been 
quietly buying up private drink 
firms and distillers. It now con- 
tentrated the whole import, manu- 
facture and sale of alcohol in the 
one organization, and this was le- 
galized by the Rikadag. But the 
war-time restrictions had mean- 
while begun to apply, and by 1919 


the amount of alcohol obtainable .- 


by anyone was so emall that it was 
aithost negligible. 

The curves of drunkenness and 
bootlegging veered sharply upward 
until {g 1920 the restrictions were 
relaxed and the Bratt system al- 
lowed a fair chance. Finally, in 
1923. thes“Vin och  Sprit-Cen- 
tralien.” a semi-official company 
formed during the last months of 
the war to handie the Import side 
of the business, received from the 
government a confirmation of its 
monopoly until 1928. In order te

Wells takes time to toss off a summer trifle embody- 
ing his most recently revised, somewhat sour, opin- 
ton of the female of the species. 

“The harsh truth is that there is now an over- 
production of willing beauties and heroines; the 
market is more than giutted,” Mr. Wells sternly 
warns the female sex in the current issue of the 
Cosmopolitan. “Every prosperous man, ¢very suc- 
ce ssful adventurer finds there are charming. culti- 
vated, unscrupulous young women alert for him at 
every turn.” © 

At which point this feminine reader ionged to 
transport herself to London literary circles just to 
ask some gossip what charming, cultivated, unscrup- 
vious young women have been alertly hounding the 
cuthor of “Ann Veronica” and “Christina Albertas 
Father.” Also, I yearned to ask how long since the 
author who created these charming unscrupulous 
young women objected to pursuit. Can it be, I 
wondered, that Mr. Britling is “getting on*” This 
zttitude of impatiently brushing off a. fly is not 
what the fair sex has been led to expect from him. 


GENTLEMEN PREFER BLONDES 

The apparent inconsistency is perhaps explained 
fn the next paragraph.

They actually dare to be egotists 
themselves! 

“It is the fundamental falsity of the romantic tra- 
dition,” Mr. Wells indignantly points out, “that man 
should subordinate himself to the egotism of a wom- 
an. Let her not dream of it. It lures her on to the 
development of an enhanced exaggerated ego, piti- 
fully painted, scented and adorned for worship. In 
that she sinks her actual personality and only per- 
ceives the cheat when she finds the slave bewme 
owner and bully, imprisoning his mistress in the 
jealousy that is his instinctive unpremeditated re-

In return for this stupendous, this al- 
most unheard-of beneficence. she is entitled to dress, 
leisure. atnuséments, servants and an establishment 
considerably above her or her husband's station. 
"he male is rewarded or admonished by repetitiors 
or refusals of the supreme gift.” 

But isn’t that anh accurate description of the iife 
of many a sheltered woman of the prosp-rcus 
ciasses in the United States? Yes, of course it’s an 
absurd convention. But why imply that it is out- 
worn. as Mr. Wells does? The American woman 
still gets away with it. 

Either the English woman is much less clever. 
or, what is more likely, her market—owing to the 
disproportion between the sexes which was increased 
by the war—really is overstocked. Certainly Mr. 


Wells much underrates the achievement of Beauty, 


to return to the bete noir of his article. Of the love- 


ly ladies of today he writes: 


MANY NEVER GET ANYTHING 


“The comparatively successful ones who get a hold 
om a man go off presently with dresses and furni- 
ture and precarious settlements. A few struggie to 
an unstable and mortified married state.
